ETROIT, Nov. 17.— 
There has been con- 
siderable stir in automotive 
‘|circles here this week, and an 
apparent revival of interest. 


The stimulus has come from 
several sources. Announce- 
ment of its 1929 plans by 
motive circles here. 

Reductions in prices of new cars 
and increased energy in the used 
car field have both been strikingly 
apparent throughout the week. 
Willys-Overland announced a ma- 
terial reduction of prices on cars 
on sale at all dealers in the terri- 
tory, specifying cuts on 168 par- 
ticular cams. 

These were both fours and sives 
of the Whippet line, and the cut, in 
the case of the fours, amounted to 
| $80 per car—a substantial saving.

In the used car market condi- 
tions unusually favorable to the 
buyer have been notable. A sur- 
vey and canvass of the lots shows 
that the dealers are determined to 
cut down their stocks, and they 
have been taking every means to 
do so. Conspicuous price reduc- 
tions in the individual cars and a 
general willingness to make long- 
time terms for the payments on a 
deferred basis have been the gen- 
eral rule. The used car men say 
that business is comparatively 
good, but the majority of them 
are frank in saying that they 
would like to sell more cars and 
get the money now invested in 
them back into circulation. Pres- 
ent conditions have developed 
many problems for the dealer in 
both the new and the used car 
departments, 

An unfavorable element in the 
service end of the industry has been 
the prevalence of near-summer tem- 
peratures, with the result that the 


winter overhauling, with its result- |

HERE HAS BEEN considerable agitation of the project 
to bridge the Strait of Mackinac, a plan that would

via Michigan. 

Now a commission of engineers has made a survey at 
the site of the proposed bridge and their report is anything 
but encouraging. In brief, they say that there are two 
hundred feet of water there, underlaid by fifty feet of mud. 
And it is further reported that there is quicksand at the 
bottom, too. If this report is final, it looks like a final 
farewell to the plan for a Strait bridge. Michigan can 
scarcely afford to have any more mud bottoms to her 
| highways, particularly when they have two hundred feet of 
| water on top of them.

Farm Relief 


N SPITE OF THE FACT that more than one-fifth of the 
| motor vehicles in operation in this country are owned 
by farmers, only 7.5 per cent. of all our American farms are 
on hard-surfaced highways. This means simply that more 
than 90 per cent. of all our farmers are faced with the diffi- 
culty of getting crops to market over roads that are not 
passable under all conditions. 

Now prompt and continuous transportation is one of 
the most important factors in farm prosperity. Many crops 
are perishable within a few days’ time and others decrease 
in value if they are not shipped to meet a season of greatest 
demand. Almost every crop brings more money early in 
the season before the height of production in that particular 
product is reached. If the farmer is unable to ship by 
reason of road conditions his income may even shrink by 
half. And not only are continuously navigable highways a 
necessity for the farmer, but they reduce the cost of dis- 
tribution of the crops and in that way benefit every citizen 
of the country. 

Farm relief is a subject very much to the fore at the 
present time. No way that we can help the farmer will 
bring any greater or more rapid improvement in his lot 
than to give him a hard road past his door.
